TIS THE SEASON ; 
... for thieves to swipe packages

Emily Dovi came home from work Nov. 18 ex- 
pecting to see a six-foot box containing a par- 
tially decorated Christmas tree on her Logan 
Square doorstep. 

But the artificial tree, an online purchase 
from eBay, was nowhere to be found, she said. 

Dovi, 29, said she suspected the package 
had been swiped. She reported the missing 
tree to eBay, which reimbursed her, but she 
said she did not report it to police because 
she assumed there was nothing they could do. 

“I was stunned and pretty grouchy about 
it,” she said. “I am a Brooklyn girl, and grew 
up without a doorbell, and have never, ever 
had any packages stolen. [This} has made me 
leery of any and all deliveries.” 

As holiday season gift-giving—and with it 
online shopping deals—kick into high gear, 
the threat of package thefts looms, police 
and delivery companies warn. This time of 
year, apartment building foyers and the front 
porches of homes are like candy stores for 
thieves, who pluck boxes of everything from 
pricey clothes to electronics. 

So far this month Chicago police have ar- 
rested at least five people in package theft 
cases, according to police. In Logan Square, 
officers said they saw a man and a woman re- 
moving “numerous” items from a package de- 
livered to a home in the 1600 block of North 
Wood Street. In another case, police accused 
two men of swiping packages from a Roscoe 
Village porch. 

The Chicago Police Department does not 
keep data tracking the rate of package thefts 
separately from other kinds of theft, accord- 
ing to authorities. But anecdotally, postal 
service workers have noticed an uptick in re- 
ports of package thefts around the holidays, 
and throughout the year, as more people do 
more of their shopping online. 

“I know that we've seen it in recent years 
as the growth in package volume during the 
holiday times has increased quite a bit,” said 
Mark Reynolds, a spokesman for the US. 
Postal Service. 

Postal Service customers can sign up for a 
new service that alerts them when packages 
are being delivered, Reynolds said. And if 
they suspect foul play, customers can call the 
postal inspection service at 877-876-2455. 

FedEx has a similar service, spokesman 
Tim Miller said, which also allows customers 
to set rules for the delivery of their packages,

i.e. not dropping anything off without a signa- 
ture. He also recommends people send pack- 
ages to an alternate destination if they know 
they won't be home. 

“The last thing we want is for a Grinch to 
steal gifts,” Miller said. 

Staying home and waiting to sign for a 
package to arrive didn’t help Linze Rice last 
October. 

When a pair of wireless headphones she 
had ordered for her husband as a gift never 
showed up, Rice, 24, of Edgewater, called 


FedEx. Customer service workers told her 


someone had signed for her package under 
the bogus name F. Oyer—as in foyer—and 
took it. Rice asked around her building and 
found out that the same thing happened to a 
neighbor. 

“I was like, you can’t see that they totally 
lied with the signature?” she said. 

Rice said she reported the missing package 
to FedEx and the company investigated the 
matter, eventually telling her they could not 
find the package. She did not report the miss-

ing package to police. 

“So now, I ordered a ton of stuff for Christ- 
mas, and I’m just really worried about not get- 
ting my packages,” she said. “What I’ve been 
doing since is, if I order something online, if 
the website has a box for special instructions 
I always say, “This is an apartment building, so 
please leave it inside.’ ” 

Miller declined to comment on specific 
cases of packages being reported missing.

Thar kind oftalk happens because business 
owners don’t really know what’s coming, said 
Costello, who has three restaurants in the city 
and five in the suburbs. 

“Tt’s fear of the unknown,” he said. “That’s 
the fear that Lynn has, that’s the fear Carlyn 
has, is can we raise prices enough to remain 
competitive with people who don’t have to?” 

A price increase for Home Run Inn pizza 
is on the table, Costello said, along with pos- 
sibly reshuffling the way tips are shared be- 
tween servers and support staff.

Costello said his servers make the tipped min- 
imum wage of $4.95, which will go up to $5.95 
in 2016.

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Skate park to open on 
Saturday in Grant Park

A three-acre skate park will open in Grant 
Park on Saturday, providing a place for skate- 
boarders, BMX riders, inline skaters and 
scooter riders to coexist. 

The Chicago Park District, Grant Park Ad- 
visory Council and Grant Park Conservancy 
will host a soft opening celebration at 11 a.m. 
Saturday with DJs and giveaways, accord- 
ing to Bob O’Neill, conservancy president. 
A grand opening will be scheduled for a later 
date. 

The $2.65 million park, paid for primar- 
ily with tax-increment financing money and 
some park district funding, is at the south 
end of Grant Park and east of the Agora head- 
less sculptures. The entrance is on Roosevelt 
Road. There is no admission fee, O’Neill said. 

The grassy field-turned-concrete skate 
park features a plaza area for performances 
and events, 90 new trees, gardens and a marsh- 
like landscaped area to absorb rain water. Of 


course, users can test 
their skills on ramps, 
rails and stairs. The 
site includes gran- 
ite benches like the 
ones at the Art In- 
stitute and federal 
plaza downtown and 
incorporates a lime- 
stone retaining wall redesigned as an obstacle. 

Pro BMX rider and X Games medalist Bri- 
an Kachinsky stopped by the park Thursday 
morning for a test run. 

“It’s just awesome to see it go from empty 
plot of land when it wasn’t used for anything 
to what it is now,” said Kachinsky, 32, who 
lives in Pilsen. 

In Chicago, BMX riders often pedal around 
existing skate parks because riders and skate- 
boarders use the same terrain and obstacles 
such as hand rails, stairs, and wedges. Or they 
visit bike parks in other cities. 


Kachinsky 


“It always baffled me,” said Kachinsky, who 
has lived in Chicago for 10 years. “Here we are 
in [a] world-class city with millions of people 
and there’s not a world-class skate park. Now, 
finally, it became a reality.” 

Kachinsky, who has designed BMX courses 
for events around the world, helped in the 
park planning process in Chicago.

“Skate parks were usually hidden off into 
a corner and kind of an afterthought, stuck 
out of the way somewhere remote where it 
wasn’t viewer friendly,” he said, adding that 
the new park’s location provides a “great way 
to showcase what young people are doing in 
Chicago.”

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Chef Joseph Heppe is one 
to watch at Oak & Char

God damn the bloomers. 

I know you want to know what exactly 
that means, but we can’t talk about vintage 
undergarments until we discuss where I am, 
which is the old Graham Elliot restaurant 
space in River North. It is now Oak & Char, 
a new restaurant from former Untitled 
partner Art Mendoza and former Untitled 
executive chef Joseph Heppe. When I think 
of Untitled, I think of bros, beers and beef. 
All of these things are fine, especially on a 
trying weekday night when you need some 
suds-and-steak sustenance, but this was the 
weekend. I was on a hot date. I was looking 
for some adventurous food and ambience, 
not bass and burgers. 

There is progress. Unlike the name Un- 
titled, which feels like a failure in creativity, 
Oak & Char is at least specific, connoting 


something outdoorsy and smoky. Then again, 


I’m still left wondering if this new restau- 
rant is built on the idea of what it’s like to 
dine inside a bourbon barrel. Will there be a 


simulated forest fire mid-meal? Who can say? 


The only way to really know was to stop in 
and find out. 


Granny knickers forever 
So, back to the bloomers. The first thing I 
noticed after stepping inside Oak & Char is 
that there were at least 30 light fixtures — 
some hanging from the ceiling, others 
banquette-mounted lamps— 
all wrapped in saggy, pleated 
white sheets. The place 
looks like what I imagine the 
laundry room at an Old West 
brothel must have been like. 
One or two of these fixtures 
would have been cool, but the entire 
room is overkill. I was worried I would be 
suffocated by underwear. 

This was not lost on the Oak & Char 
team. “Oh, you mean the granny panties?” 
Heppe said. “Yeah, some of us were on 
the fence about those. It was maybe about 
50/50 with us, and now it’s about 60/40 
{in favor} with our customers. Jordan, the 
designer, said that they offered a touch of 
femininity to the space. We figured they'd 
be controversial, but it’s good to get people 
talking.” 

The “Jordan” of whom Heppe speaks is 
Jordan Mozer, a designer known for whim- 
sical restaurant and hotel interiors. ’m 
not sure I agree with the call on the light 
treatments here, but Mozer’s brilliance is on 
display in the live-edge wooden dining tables 


(which come from a single fallen tree accord- 
ing to Heppe) and the charred wood-plank 
lined walls Mozer created by torching lumber 
in his backyard. The custom hardware, 
including black-metal oak leaf door pulls, is 
also pretty cool. 


Just Jerrod 

If I’ve spent too much time hating on the 
bloomers, it’s because they were basically 
the only thing wrong with my dinner. My 
server, Jerrod, was the best server I have had 


in Chicago this year. He was opinionated, 
engaged and knowledgeable. He introduced 
himself by saying, “Hi, I’m Jerrod ... like The 
Galleria of Jewelry. Pll be your server for the 
evening. “ I know this sounds cheesy and 
premeditated, but the way he delivered the 
line as he poured my wine (Oak & Char was 
BYOB when I visited, but has since received 
its liquor license) felt spontaneous. Jerrod 
was charming and disarming. The ice broken, 
he confirmed that the ravioli and the duck 
must be had.

Poultry power 
Jerrod was right. The duck ($26) is hung to 
dry in front of a fan for days in the restau- 
rant’s walk-in cooler and is splashed with 
Rittenhouse rye and left to cure some more. 
Its flavors were concentrated like a dry-aged 
steak, and its flesh was spicier and richer than 
your average duck. The rare, juicy meat was 
enhanced by a sweet smear of concord grape 
jam and a drizzle of duck liver vinaigrette. 
Even better than the duck are the MSG 
chicken wings ($7). Before you protest that 


you're allergic to the stuff or it gives you 
headaches, know that the MSG in ques- 
tion is not the salty Chinese takeout staple, 
but a word play on the chicken’s glaze 
ingredients, which include maple 
syrup, sherry and gochujang, or 
Korean red pepper paste. If 
there is a better chicken wing

One of my favorite dishes in Chicago was 
Mercat a la Planxa’s shishito peppers served 
with salbitxada, a sauce similar to romesco 
featuring red pepper, vinegar and crunchy 
toasted bread bits. Heppe, who worked 
at Mercat, has updated the dish, cre- 
ating a southern-inflected romesco 
dip for his shishito peppers ($7) 


in Chicago, I haven't had it. HeSiing tle made with crushed peanuts 
Heppe said these wings were Oak & Char instead of bread. He also shaves 
inspired by the popular Seoul 217 W. Huron St. dehydrated Benton’s country 


Sassy-marinated wings from 
Crisp (also one of my favorites). 
“We tried confiting the chicken 
and a bunch of other techniques, but the 
chicken was never as crisp or juicy as we 
liked it,” he said. “So we just old-fashioned 
double-fried it.” Heppe makes it sound like 
he’s an aw-shucks southern grandma, but 
grandmas don’t also mix glucose into their 
glaze to give it a thick, satisfying texture or 
coat their wings in a mix of potato starch and 
low-protein Wondra flour to create a super- 
crispy flaky pie-like crust when fried. The 
smoked-cilantro yogurt dipping sauce served 
underneath the MSG wings also rocks; it’s a 
complex, imaginative equivalent to a cooling 
blue cheese sauce for a buffalo wing.

and romesco 

The ravioli doppio ($16) had a fine custard- 
yellow hue and two chambers, one filled 
with a fine celery root puree and the other 
with maitake mushrooms. As I bit the pasta, 
which is blanketed in a gooey truffle fondue 
and encrusted with a smattering of hazelnut, 
the grassy celery flavor mingles with the 
earthy, almost soil-like musk of the mush- 
room and the creamy, nutty fondue. The 
combination coats my mouth in a comfort- 
ing, soul-satisfying richness. If your life ever 
becomes a country song—i.e. you got fired, 
your wife left you and someone shot your 
dog—this is the pasta you should eat to salve 
those wounds.

Heppe days are here again 

The only thing I didn’t particularly love was a 
jar of cold-smoked oysters ($13), pickled pep- 
pers and lemon served with buttery crackers. 
The dish wasn’t bad, but the pickling juices 
overpowered any subtle notes of oyster 
flavor. That being said, if you can’t tell, ’m 

a huge fan of Heppe. It’s always fun to look 
forward to a new Paul Kahan joint or check 
out something from Stephanie Izard, but it’s 
a special rush to experience the burgeoning 
talent of a chef that’s relatively unknown—at 
least for now. 


Bottom line 

Joseph Heppe is a chef to watch. He honed 
his skills at Vermilion, Mercat a la Planxa and 
Untitled, but Oak & Char is the first time 
he’s working unfettered and putting those 
influences together to create an exciting 
modern Midwestern melting-pot cuisine 
grounded in Asian, Spanish and American 
ingredients and technique. The food is excit- 
ing, the service is excellent and, except for 
those weird underwear chandeliers, the room 
is warm and inviting.

the man discovers a tiny, sleepy young 
woman (voiced by Chloe Grace Moretz) who 
emerges from a bamboo shoot.

In “Kaguya,” 
the Bamboo Cutter declares this palm-sized 
being, who soon becomes a normal baby 
aside from her tendency to age very quickly, 
a princess, and strives to create for her a royal 
life he believes the Heavens have intended. 

Note: The version of the film I watched 
was in Japanese with subtitles, not the 
dubbed version with American actors. Both 
versions are playing at the Gene Siskel Film 
Center. 

What develops rather slowly—the film 
runs 131 minutes; drink coffee beforehand—

from fun, as well as customs that dictate the 
princess must not sweat or laugh and should 
accept the hand of the most powerful suitor 
who comes her way. It’s a refreshing change 
from the long-standing Disney need to 
under-write its heroines who find salvation 
in aman. 

So it is a bit odd when “Kaguya” takes a 
turn in its final 20 minutes or so, spontane- 
ously and arbitrarily returning to its magical 
origins. This folk tale spends all this time 
advocating against superficial worship only 
to leave many characters gawking in awe at 
the person they were supposed to let be a 
person. 

At least the basic, hand-drawn animation 
establishes a low-key appeal suited to the 
patient narrative, and director/co-writer Isao 
Takahata doesn’t stretch for comic relief. 

He effectively humiliates the princes who 
disingenuously vie for the princess’ hand. 
And while it’s an annoying cliche for a film to 
suggest that a humble country life is by defi- 
nition superior to a wealthy city existence, 
that argument takes on greater weight in en- 
vironments in which freedoms are restrained. 
Sometimes adults and kids need to frolic, 
even if they didn’t sprout from the ground.

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It’s not personal: Katie Holmes i is all business

“This is going to make us cry, isn’t it?” Katie 
Holmes asks. 

We were sitting in a screening room on the 
Sony lot, waiting for the movie “Foxcatcher” 
to start. She had been looking forward to 
seeing the wrestling drama—which she is 
not in—because it was directed by Bennett 
Miller, whom she'd just worked with on a se- 
ries of Olay advertisements. 

Almost immediately after the film began 
playing, she started whispering comments 
about how understated she thought the tone 
was and how a scene in which Channing 
Tatum runs in the woods reminded her of 
growing up in Ohio. 

What is clear is that at 35, Holmes is hop- 
ing to be taken seriously in Hollywood again. 
This month, she stars in “Miss Meadows,” a 
low-budget indie about a prim schoolteacher 
who seems all rainbows and cotton candy but 
secretly fancies herself a gun-toting vigilante. 

“I’m feeling very inspired,” she said. “I’ve 
always loved acting, and I feel really good 
about it right now. It’s an interesting job to 
have because when you start at 18, you don’t 


have that much life experience.” 

So the question that’s intrigued observers 
for years—who is Katie Holmes, really?— 
seems to be one she’s finally really digging 
into herself. Even those Holmes considers 
closest to her, like Tribeca Film Festival co- 
founder Jane Rosenthal, said there were lim- 
its to her conversations with the actress. 

“We don’t really talk about her personal 
life unless we talk about being a mom,” 
Rosenthal said. “I think she’s out there do- 
ing some terrific work, and that’s ultimately 
what she should be known for, her work, and 
not anything else.” 

Karen Leigh Hopkins, the director of 
“Miss Meadows,” thinks those who see their 
new film will “see a whole cacophony of 
colors” from Holmes. This film is Hopkins’ 
baby: She’s been trying to get it made for 
14 years, but it’s a hard sell. Her protagonist 
is doe-eyed but odd—an elementary-school 
teacher who wears white gloves and demure 
floral dresses and literally tap dances down 
the street. She looks delicate, but beneath 
the bubbly exterior lies a woman who will 
shoot you in cold blood if you mess with her. 


“T have always felt that Katie could em- 
body this character because she has a strong 
complexity within her—a vulnerability and a 
fierceness,” Hopkins said. “I feel like Katie

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Angela Bassett takes on new 
‘AHS Freak Show’ challenges

Actors love playing all different kinds of characters, but Angela 
Bassett was dumbfounded when she discovered she was going 
to play a gender-challenged creature on FX’s “American Horror 
Story: Freak Show,” which airs Wednesdays. 

“T didn’t have a clue whatsoever what the part might be, what 
it might encompass when I signed on,” said Bassett, who played 
an entirely different character on last season’s “Coven.” 

“I just knew I had a great time the previous year, and if that 
was any indication, it was going to be a wild ride. I think it was 
about two weeks before I was scheduled to come down to start 
shooting that I got the hot-off-the-press script. I sat down to 
read it to see. And I remember wondering, ‘Now, how I am go- 
ing to know who I am?’ 

“Then you read the stage directions: African-American 
woman in her 40s, hermaphrodite, three breasts ...’ You’re like, 
‘Oh, my gosh” You immediately close the pages, and have to 
walk around and process that for a minute. You’re thinking, 
‘What does that mean? Oh, my gosh. If they thought I was 
crazy-demonic last year, what are they going to think this year?” 

“I just knew that it was absolutely going to be something that 
I had never done before. What does an actor crave but new 


challenges?” 

Bassett, 56, is best known for her portrayal of Tina Turner in 
“What’s Love Got to Do with It?” and roles in “ER,” Spike Lee’s 
“Malcolm X” and “How Stella Got Her Groove Back.” 

“T think what I found most challenging about television and 
shedding one character and having to come up with another, is 
that there’s this lag time before I get to actually see what the 
characters are looking like, or sounding like, or how they’re 
coming across,” she said. 

She has essayed a staggering variety of roles, but none quite 
like this one. “What they’re called is ‘intersex,’ today,” she said 
of her character, Desiree Dupree. “In the 1950s, of course, the 
term was ‘hermaphrodite,’ but today the terminology is consid- 
ered passe, especially in that community.” 

Prepping her physically for the role is complicated: “I go into 
my regular makeup artist. She applies [the additional breast] to 
me, so that it’s there, basically. Then I go over to the special ef- 
fects trailer where her husband makes sure the edges and ev- 
erything sort of blend seamlessly. From there, he and the other 
special effects gentlemen will begin to apply the paint. They'll 
start with brown. They spray it on. They'll go to the red, and 
yellow, and green. It’s amazing these colors and undertones that

they claim you possess. You're like, ‘Oh, those are weird, weird 
colors.’ Then he'll take a photograph of it to make sure that it 
appears as if it’s my own. ...

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Yelawolf has just 
a few things to say

Yelawolf, a rapper from Gadsden, Ala., has 
toured three times with his Pittsburgh con- 
temporary Wiz Khalifa, beginning in 2010. 

Each time, the crowd took him apart. “I 
mean, some of his fans are cool, but about 
70 percent of the time, it was just people 
{bleeping]} booing and throwing [bleep], and 
it was really for no good reason. They just 
hated my style,” he said. “It got to the point 
where I would just take off my shirt and 
stand there. Like, ‘[Bleep] the world, man.’ 
... [had to stop caring, really.” 

Sounds scary. “Maybe for you,” said the 
rapper born Michael Wayne Atha, in a half- 
hour phone interview from somewhere near 
Springfield, Miss. “For me, it was motivation.” 

“T’m a white rapper,” said Yelawolf, who 
is scrawny and conspicuously tattooed, in- 
cluding his catchphrase “SLUMERICAN” 
across the top of his forehead. “I grew up in 


Alabama. I was the first in the hip-hop scene 
that looked like me and thought the {bleep} 
that I thought. Nobody wanted to hear a 
country boy talk about the [bleep] I talk 
about, with tattoos and a mohawk. You gotta 
have thick skin to do what I do, man.” 

Yelawolf, 34, grew up with an alcoholic 
mother who was 15 when he was born, and a 
father who had four girls “from all different 
moms,” he said. In interviews, he has cata- 
loged his drug history—huffing freon from 
trash bags and sniffing glue in the Alabama 
woods at 11; smoking PCP and “puttin’ co- 
caine on weed” at 13; enduring a bad trip in- 
volving mescaline and peyote at 15, as he told 
The Guardian. (He has long since given up 
the drugs, preferring alcohol, like his moth- 
er, who’s “still wild.”) 

Eminem himself signed Yelawolf as the 
first fellow white rapper on his Shady record 
label; 2011’s “Radioactive” is crammed with

big-name guests, from Kid Rock to Killer 
Mike to TI. Yelawolf calls the follow-up 
“Love Story,” due in early 2015, a “polished 
version” of his more reflective, minor-key 
2008 EP “Arena Rap.” 

“It took us five months to get the first song 
after 40 ideas, before we were like, ‘All right, 
this is the sound,’ ” Yelawolf said. “Nothing 
I’ve ever done has ever presented such a chal- 
lenge, because I was searching for the next 
thing. I could’ve easily done an album in a 
couple months, the way I do mixtapes, but 
searching for that sound—that was the next 
step.” 

The night he found the sound, at a Nash- 
ville studio, involves an elaborate story: 
“We'd record, get ideas, party. So we had 
recorded all day and partied that night,” he 
begins. 

Yelawolf and a friend were out “wild in the 
streets.” They fought a dude in a bar. Then 


the friend drove drunk and the cops pulled 
them over. Both went to jail—it was the rap- 
per’s car, after all. “The next day, I caught a 
cab from the jail to the studio, walked into 
the studio, turned the light down, packed in 
six hours and turned the lights on,” he said. 
Afterward, the rapper cued up the beat 
he’d just created, declared “holy [bleep], 
what is this,” then instructed the studio engi- 
neer to burn the new wordless beats to a CD. 
He got in his truck, queued up the disc and 
wrote the rest of the track: “Outer Space.”

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Don’t gloss over season’s dark lips

The bright and punchy orange-red lipstick 
that’s been a popular way to punctuate an en- 
semble for the past several years has gotten 
decidedly deeper and darker for fall. 

Seen on the runways at Rodarte, Rebecca 
Minkoff and Tibi, a deep purple hue is the 
season’s key lip shade. It’s not surprising con- 
sidering the return of a’90s grunge influence 
on fashion. 

“This season [the dark lip} is much more 
fresh and modern,” said Nars International’s 
lead makeup stylist Uzo, who created makeup 
looks for several runway shows during New 
York Fashion Week. “Formulas are not as 
matte. They are creamier and glossier, which 
changes the look and dimension.” 

The purple spectrum ranges from a warm, 
berry hue with red undertones to a cool, deep 
purple with blue undertones, and Uzo assures 
that there is a shade out there for every skin 
tone. 

For a fair complexion, Uzo recommended a 
color-with cool undertones. “Rooney Mara is 


a good example,” said the makeup artist of the 
actress who often wears a cool, dark hue with 
her edgy Givenchy gowns. “She is so pale but 
still rocks a dark lip because of the blue under- 
tones.” A medium complexion is a bit more 
versatile when it comes to this beauty trend. 
Uzo said cool, deep colors or shades with red 
undertones both work. For dark skin, warmer 
undertones work best, she said. Think warm 
berries that are not quite as deep as a dark 
purple but have some red tones. 

To illustrate how to apply the darker colors, 
Uzo used lipstick from Nars’ new Audacious 
Lipstick collection, a set of 12 cream formula 
lipsticks released to mark the 20th anniver- 
sary of the brand. Before applying color you 
should thoroughly exfoliate your the lips with 
a lip scrub, since dry skin is more apparent 
with a dark shade. Then she prepped the lips, 
not with lip balm but with an eye cream. “A lip 
balm can be too waxy or thick,” Uzo said. “An 
eye cream adds moisture and sinks right into 
the lips.” 

Once the lips were prepped, Uzo applied 


Liv, a deep eggplant shade with blue under- 
tones, using a lip brush to control opacity 
and to build the color to a shade that looked 
best with the client’s skin tone. She touched 
up the edges of the mouth with concealer 
and a pointed concealer brush for a clean fin- 
ish. Uzo then added depth and dimension by 
using a Nars Train Bleu velvet matte pencil, 
which can double as a lip liner to create even 
more definition to the mouth. 

To create a warmer, berry-toned lip, Uzo 
used a true, deep berry with red undertones 
called Charlotte. It’s a shade that comple- 
ments a medium to dark skin tone, and she 
applied it using the same techniques she had 
used with the darker Liv. 

With so much drama happening on the 
lips, the rest of the face should be kept rela- 
tively minimal yet defined. “Definition on the 
rest of the face is key so that the other fea- 
tures don’t get drowned out,” she said. “Think 
fresh, minimal color on the eyes, like a choco- 
late brown eyeliner or even a deep eggplant to 
keep a monochromatic look.”

THINGS TO BUY RESALE
